Report of Superintendent of Schools 


The year 1908 has been a prosperous one in our schools. 
We have had eight teachers in our five schools, and much good 
work has been done. | 

Only two schools, Tracy and County, have had the same 
teachers through the year. Good progress has been made in 
all the schools, but some teachers work harder than others and 
consequently get better results. In most of the schools the par- 
ents take an interest visiting at other times besides examination. 
Tracy and Grout Hill are mostly of notice in this respect, and 
County and South Acworth have a good record. 

Anything parents can do to make the children appreciate 
the importance of the schools will help the work. It is hard to 
understand the attitude of some parents in regard to the matter 
of attendance. 

Perhaps if the law in regard to fines was carried out it 
might make some impression. The State Truant officer visited 
us during the fall term and for a few weeks the attendance was 
very good. 

We realize the difficulties of bad weather and long dis- 
tances, but cannot help noticing in the schools where the par- 
ents take the least interest, as shown by the visitors list, there is 
poorest attendance. . 

Small repairs are constantly necessary to keep the school 
buildings in good order. 

The Center school room has been made to look very at- 
tractive, mostly through the eforts of the children themselves 
influenced by the teachers. Henry Lewis Johnson presented 
the school with wall paper for the school room walls, for which 
we are grateful, and the children earned a new teacher’s desk. 
New seats were put in in the early spring for which the children 
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paid one half. Tracy school room was papered as was the 
South Acworth room which was also provided with a new 
door. The Grout Hill pupils have earned quite a little for their 
room but need new seats very much. We believe the children 
will get more good if they can be aroused to take an interest in 
the work. They will also take better care of what they have 
worked to earn. 

Every school room should have comfortable seats, a case 
of maps, a dictionary, an organ, a clock, a slate blackboard, a 
few good pictures, and a small library for supplementary read- 
ing. We might also include in the list thirty weeks of school. 

Qnite a number of books have been presented by friends 
and former pupils for the libraries. 

As superintendent I wish to thank all for the kindness and 
forbearance shown in the last two years. I realize fully my 
deficiencies, but have tried to help a little.
